It looks only to the fiiture ; it 
does not study carefully the child's 
physical limitations and requirements, 
and demands ai! work should be un- 
mixed with the play which is needful 
during the school period. 
In the 


United States we go too far in exac:ly 
the opposite direction. 


On an average, one schoolboy 
in 


Germany commits suicide every week 
because of overstudy, and this has 
been going oa for more than twenty 
years. The blame is to be divided 
among the parents and the authori- 
ties, and it should rest equally 
on 


both. 


The German parent, quoted as say- 


ing to his boy on the eve of examina- 
tion that " it you do not bring me 
back a certificate of promotion I will 
never speak to you again," is not the 
exception. This particular boy got his 
certificate more dead than alive from 
work, worry and fear, but if he did 
not he would probably have added one 
more to the score of child self-mur- 
ders. 


Even the wonderfal forward com- 


mercial marcn of Germany in 
the 


past twenty years cannot be justified 
when child-suicide is necessary to ac- 
complish this ; and what is more, we 
believe that it is wholly unnecessary ;. 
that an equally good result can be ac- 
complished by different means, which 
•will combine study and play in prop- 
er proportion.

Three California Cities Entertain the 


PrecidCntlzl Party—Program Con* 
cists of Usual Routine cf Sight- 
Sesing Tours, Banquets and Re- 
views of School 
Children — Dis- 


cusses Ideals of Government at 
University of California. 


San Francisco. Oct. 6. — President 


Taft, after fmaMyg short sojourns in 
Oakland and Berkeley, across the bay. 
came to San Francisco and «ras wel- 
comed by a throng which lined the 
walks in some places ten deep along 
a line of march eltendiag over nearly 
three miles cf the principal streets. 
School children of this city, Oakland 
and Berkeley cheered the president. 


Visiting three cities and passing 


three-quarters of an hour on San 
Francisco "bay. the president had a 
busy day. As he was crossing from 
Oakland to San Francisco the army 
transport Thomas was setting sail for 
the Philippines, and by the presi- 
dent's request the revenue cutter Mc- 
Culloch, on which he was passenger, 
was drawn up alongside the big ves- 
sel, the sides of which were lined 
with the soldiers and families and 
officers. 


On the bridge of the transport the 


Philippine constabulary 
band 
was 


drawn up and was playing "Hail to 
the Chief" as the president shouted 
across the water to the taki-clad sol- 
diers: "Goodby. boys; I wish you a 
pleasant voyage." 


Answering cheers came back to the 


president, and as the transport start- 
ed on her voyage again the president 
looked wistfully toward the Golden 
Gate- "Does it make you feel home- 
sick, Mr. President?" asked a mem- 
ber of the president's party. "Indeed 
it does," replied Mr. Taft. "I would 
give anything if I were going with 
them." 


Berkeley First In Line. 


Berkeley had the honor of being 


the first city overlooking the bay to 
welcome the president. He was driv- 
en In an automobile to the Greek the- 
ater of the University of California, 
where he was greeted by Professor 
Bernard Moses, who had served with 
Mr. Taft in the Philippines. The 
president made a brief address in 
which he declared that ideals in pop- 
ular government Vere a splendid 
thing to cultivate, but that the-'-aan 
at the helm must be content with a 
compromise, must accept his respon- 
sibilities and "play the game" wheth- 
er he succeeded in bringing the peo- 
ple to follow him or had to follow the 
people. 


Crossing the bay on the revenue 


cutter McCulIoch and eating luncheon 
during the trip, the president upon 
his arrival in. San Francisco was taken 
for a three-mile carriage ride through, 
some of the city. He reviewed on 
Van Ness avenue nearly all of the 
public and parochial school children 
of the city. 


Next the president laid the comer- 


stone of the new Young Men's Chris- 
tian association building, and ex- 
pressed again the interest he always 
feels In T. M. C. A. work. Mr. Taft 
has what he delights to refer to as 
his "T. M. C. A. speech." He has laid 
cornerstones for this class of build- 
ings in 
Shanghai. 
Hongkong, all 


through the United States and in 
many other parts of the world. 


Later the president was the guest 


of honor at a reception at the Union 
League club, and he was also given a 
banquet at the Fairmont hotel by 
more than 600 residents of San Fran- 
cisco, and later was entertained at 
the Press club. He left this morning 
for a three-days" tnp through the 
Yosemite valley.

Project Contemplates Acceptance of j 


Good Commercial Paper as Basis 
For Issue of Honey—Expected to 
Meet With Prelonsed Oppcsition 
When Congress Tackles Report of 
Monetary Commission and Begins 
Remodeling Financial System. 


Washington. Oct. 6. — Consress, at 


its coming session. »ill stand face to j 
face with a situation bcrn in the 
panic days of 1S07, when the is- 
sue of clearing house ceriiScatcs was 
made by the government to supply i 
currency jo meet the deaands of the 
business interests in tie 
country, 


though America's coffers were over- 
flowing with gold. The teaaporary 
legislation enacted daring that crit- 
ical period must be either suppiaated 
or re-enacted into permanent law. 
and foretVst among the various pro- 
jects that nave been advanced as a 
proper solution of the government 
problem stands the proposed national 
central baak. As it is the common 
belief that It-will form the basis of 
the curative legislation to be recom- 
mended by the monetary commission. 
President Taft in his recent Boston 
spech signined his own favorable dis- 
position toward the project. 


"A bank of the people and for the 


people,** is the definition of this insti- 
tution made by George M. Reynolds, 
president of the American Bankers' 
association, in his Chicago speech. 
He pointed out that the people were 
to be the stockholders, for any one 
would be privileged to buy the bank 
stock just as he might a government 
bond- 


Political control of the great bank 


would be made at least extremely dif- 
ficult by the life appointment cf the 
officers. Integrity cf operation would 
be assured by a board of supervisors, 
appointed by the president, the sec- 
retary of the treasury and the comp- 
troller of the currency, subject to the 
approval of the senate, for alternate 
terms of at least eight years, to 
bridge over political mutations. Thus 
would be met the objections founded 
upon the history of t&e old United 
States bank, that the central bank 
might be prostituted to political uses 
and be made a powerful engine for 
the perpetuation in power of oae 
party. 


Object of the Bank. 


The single purpose of this project- 


ed bank would be to safeguard the 
business interests of the people ia 
their private relations. If there w^re 
need for more moaey for business 
purposes, the bank would supply it 
by notes, and if there were a plethora 
la dull times these notes irould be 
withdrawn. Governmental assistance 
to the iastiti'tion would be limited to 
the deposit with the central bank of 
all government funds novr ia the na- 
tional banlqK The existing banks. i» 
is hoped, would find their compensa- 
tion for the loss of these funds in be- 
ing relieved from their present bur- 
den of carrying the whole weight of 
responsibility for increases in the cir- 
culating medium, and in the lact that 
the central institution would not re- 
ceive deposits from individuals. 


As to how the business man is to 


benefit by a central bank, the state- 
ment is made that the project in- 
cludes a provision for the acceptance 
of good commercial paper as a basis 
for the Issue of money. Such pare*- 
would represent actual transactions 
between solvent concerns—all short- 
time credits—and sure to be redeem- 
ed whenever the transaction was con- 
cluded. There would be a reasonable 
coin reserve to maintain equilibrium. 


That this plan will mest with pro- 


longed opposition when laid before 
congress can 
not be doubted, al- 


though the administration desires tc 
haip the matter regarded as non- 
political.
